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On January 16, 1961, the United States Government imposed a ban on travel by U.S. citizens 
to Cuba. Failure to abide by the ban is punishable by a fine of SS.000 or 5 years in jail or both 
(3 USC 1 185. 22 USC 225.) 

.his is m clear contradiction to remarks made by President Kennedy before the United Nations 
on September 22. 1961, when he deplored action by any nation which ''builds a wall to keep truth a 
sjrar^er and its own citizens prisoners". It seems also to violate the spirit of the Universal Decla- 
ration of Human Rights adopted by the United Nations in 1948 which states "Everyone has the right 
l 9 leave any country, including his own and return to his country".
